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THE COAL STRIKE SITUATION. 


Question of Pumpmen’s Return Blocks Negotiations. 
( Reuters Service, ) 


, ; London, April 6. 
In the House of Commons, when the coal debate was renewed, 
Mr. Lloyd George intervened announcing, amid cheers, the receipt 
_of letters from the mincowners’ and the miners’ associations agree- 
ing to resume negotiations. The letter of the mineowners’ President 
assumed that if the miners agreed to meet the owners, they would 
vhave taken steps to ensure that tho collieries are kept free from 


: Later, 

Mr. Llovd George announced. in the House that a hitch had 
occurred in the proposed resumption of negotiations, as the Miners’ 
Federation refused to instruct tho pumpmen to resume work during 
the negotiations, consequently it was impossible for negotiations to 
be resumed unless the obstacle conld be overcome. Mr. Lloyd 
George reiterated his statement cabled yesterday #6 to the conditions 
on which the Government was ready to promote negotiations, Mr. 
Lloyd George appealed to members, eapecially those who influenced 

“the Miners’ Federation, to induce the Foderation 10 reconsider its 
decision as regards the pumpmen. Tt might be due to misunder- 
standing. Naturally tho pumpmen would resume on the old wages 
‘without prejudice to the proposed negotiations, which could not 
begin while the mines were being flooded, as the discussions were 
hound to take some time, Many mines were seriously damaged 
already, and others wore suffering damage. The officials were doing 
theirbest. but in some cases were being obstructed. The Premier 
urged thar there was ‘nothing derogatory for the Federation to give 
the pumpmen the necessary instructions, so that ultimately the 
Mines would be available to miners; owners, and the nation. 

Mr. Duncan Grahuimn, who is an advanced member of — the 
Federation, replicd that they were not preprred nor bad they power 
to withdraw particular instructions to pnmpmen, The Government 
wanted the Wederation to allow individuald to be employed to 
defeat the miners. A real sfafus quo would be all the niners going 
hack. [Ifthe Premier offered that, the er eration would consider 
it, but they were not to have the advantages all on one side. He 
would urge everylody to fight as bitterly as possible against an 
attempt to force back upon them the conditions of 1914, 

Ulcimately Mr. Lloyd George stated that he could not believe 
that the refusal represonted the final determination of the Federa- 
tion thit, while they were sitting at a table to discuss a national

again asked for the good offices of Mr. Clynes and others. He (Mr. 
Lloyd George) was prepared to mect the Miners’ Executive to 
discuss tho matter, but meanwhile there was nothing to discuss

Despite the hitch inthe resumption of. the coal negotiations, 
hopes are exprossed that it is still possible that tho miners and: 

Lt is opined in Parlia- 
mentary quarters that the condition as regards: the safety of the 
mines is not unreasonable, and that the miners-should be able to put 
themselves into line with public opinion by conceding the return of 
the pumpmen. 

Meanwhile the only hopeful feature in the situation is that Mr. 
Lloyd George to-night asked the Miners’ Executive to meet him 
to-morrow, hence to-morrow promises to be a critical day. It is 
understood that the Railwaymen are not cominitted definitely to a 
strike, and, if negotiations can be reopened the Triple Alliance will 
doubtless suspend action. : 


Impressions of the Citizens. 


London, April 6. 

The seriousness of the industrial outlook impressed City men 
travelling from the suburbs this morning when they found train 
services much curtailed. Later they read -in the evening papers 
accounts of further rioting and intimidation, especially in Scotland, 
and discovered that Kensington Gardens had been transformed into 
an arnied camp and occupied by four battalions of the Guards. 
Hence there was a sigh of relief when it was announced that both 
the miners’ and coalowners’ assoviations had agreed to Mr. Lloyd 
George's proposal to renew negotiations. This discounted the 
anxiously-awaited decision of the Triplo Alliance, which assembled 
after separate meetings of the. Transport Workers and the Railway- 
men, and Mr. Thomas, in fact, announced after the meeting of the 
Alliance that decisions as to how best to assist the miners had been 
deferred. . . 

Expectation of Immediate Negotiations.

A definite expectation now prevails that negotiations will be 
begun immediately. Several of the miners’ leaders 
are known to he doubting the wisdom of keeping 
out. the pumpmen on account. of the  atienation of 
public sympathy, nevertheless, they are unable to.agree to the men’s 
return because it is feared that the miners in many cages may refuse 
to instructions to sacrifice the most potent weapon, but once 
negotiations have bepn opened and a concilatory spirit demonstrated 
on all sides the leaders will be in a better position to call on their 
followers, The Finance Committee of the Association is already 
preparing a new scheme of wages, based on improvement in the 
lower-paid districts, also probably offering an all-round increase 
based on ontput. ‘

COST OF LABOUR. 


Higher in Hongkong Than 
‘Canton. 


In its endeavour to ascertain 
how the cost of Jabour compares 
in Hongkong with that of Canton, 
the Economic Resources Com- 
mittee states that with only very 
few exceptions the answers 
received force it to the conclusion 
that wages all-round. are higher 
in Hongkong than in: Canton 
andthe mainland: The knitting 
factories definitely assert that: 
wares are twice as much here as 
in Canton. - The foregoing state- 
ments, says the Committee, go to 
prove the correctness of the view 
tuken by the. members of the 
Sub-Committee as expressed im 
the following resolution, proposed 
by Mr. Andrew Beattie and 
seconded by Mr. Chow Shou-son, 
and unanimously adopted at a 
meeting held soon after ‘its ap- 
pointment :—"“That, in view of the 
increased advantages which will 
obtain as soon ag a stable govern- 
ment is instituted in South China, 
it behoves the authorities in 
Hongkong to very caréfully watch 
the situation. We believe when 
settled conditions exist in Kwang- 
tung advantages for conducting 
factories will be superior (con- 
sidering all circumstances) to 
Hongkong, labour, land rentails 
and building conditions all beirg 
on a much tower scale" 

The Committee further reports 
that the percentage of increase in 
the cogt of labour during the last 
ten -years has been.on the whole 
not under: 20 por cent.,, but in 
several cases as high even as 50 
per cent. It has to be observed, 
says the Committee, that higher 
wages do not obtain in Honz- 
kong alone. The same rations 
of increase has been; main- 
tained. on the maigland. On 
thé .whole, the reasons. agsigned 
had: been two, viz. shigher rent 
and higher cost of tivities, The

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COLONY'S TAXATION INCREASED. 


HOUSING, LIQUOR AND TOBACCO 


TAXES 


RAISED. 


APPROVED BY LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL TO-DAY. 


At the meeting of the Legisla- 
tive Council held. this. morning 
important resolutions were passed 
without discussion increasing the 
taxation of the Colony in three 
respects, namely, house assess~ 
ment, liquor and tobacco taxes. 
The increases in’ respect of 
liquor and tobacco come into 


‘force from to-day, whilst the 


house tax is increased as from Ist. 
July. 

Before the various resolutions 
introduced, the financial 
position of .the Colony, 
which has made the increases 
necessary,: was explained by 
the Hon, Colonial Secretary. 
(Mr Claud Severn). He said 
that before moving the’ resolu- 
tions he would like to make a 
few remarks applying to allthreec, 
Of course, they were brought 
forward with the object of raising 
more revenue. It was obvious 
when the estimates of ' re- 
venue dnd expenditure were 
before the Council last Autumn 
that some measures would have 
to be taken to make them balance 
as nearly as, possible. As 
the present estimates stood, there 
was an. estimated deficit of 
$2,012,800, but in drawing up 
these estimates the revenue from 
stamps was reckoned on as 
$1,000,000 more than would 
be brought ‘in by stamps at 


their present level. There was 


provision made for an increase in 
the-rates paid for buoys-in the 
harbour and also a considerable 
increase expected in the revenue 
from: water. There had been 
various causes for considerable 
delay in bringing forward the 
Bill for increasing the Stamp 
Duty and it was unlikely that 
the Bill would become law 
before the end of this month, 
so that the $500,000 proposed 
to be raised from that source 
would probably be’ much less, 
Also, with revard to water no 
measures had ‘been settled yet for 
increasing ‘the revenue from 
water and only a portion of the 
sum they - hoped’ to -get 
would be realised. As regards 
the harbour Duoys, the Govern. 
ment had given a-pledge that for 
this year no: increase would 
be. made in ‘taxation on 
shipping, although the amount 
of shipping visiting the Port 
was far greater than in former 
years and it . was’ possible 
that the estimated sum of $19,000 
would be realised without any 
increase in the present rates. It 
would be clear that without any 
increase in taxation beyond what 
had already been allowed for that 
the estimated deficit of $2,000,000 
would be increased to something 
like $3,000,000. Also, be would 
mention that the estimated 
revenue from. opium = was 
not expected to teach the 
estimated $4.000,000—possibly, a 
deficit of $500,000. If the ex- 
penditure asked for this year was 
incurred with no increase in 
taxation there would be a deficit 
of something like $3,000,000. 
Having regard to that position it 
had been- decided to increase 
certain taxation and the resolu- 
tions before the Council would 
provide for that. They referred 
to increases in the Assessed 
Tdxos and also in_ liquor and 
tobacco duties. The . amount 
expected to be realised for the 
portion of the year during which 
the increased taxes would he 
collected was about $900,000. Tt 
was hoped—practically certain 
that under expenditure there 
would be considerable savings 
under certain heads which might 
ammount to $800,000, so.that the 
taxes to be collected under the 
resolutions together with the 
savings in expenditure would 
result in the deficit for the year 
being about $1,300,000.

In increasing™ the 
Taxes it seemed 
more equitable to . follow 
the system that had 
stood the test of time and adjust 
the increases according to certain 
sérvices received, rather than to 
add a fixed per centage all round.

It has been 
pointed out to'us that chauffeurs’ 
wages in Hongkong ure maintain- 
ed xt 2 rate disproportionate to 
that ruling in Shanghai.’ Whether 
local conditions will warrant a 
substantial reduction in these 
wares, the Traffic Sub-Department 
of the Police Department will be 
more competent to express a 
definite opinion. 

At the same time the training 
of Chinese chauffeurs, as suggest- 
ed. under Police direction is wel] 
worthy of consideration. A 
course of instruction for chauf- 
feurs in driving alone costs $160, 
and a complete course, including 
mechanical instruction, cannot be 
obtained unless on payment of 
$250. 

Salt.—It has been demonstrated 
that the Salt Industry has ceased 
to be a profitable trade in the 
districts of the New Territory. 

Matches.—We strongly urge the 
desirability of stimulating the 
effort at re-establishing the match 
industry in the Colony, and to this 
end would point out the necessity 
for-a sympathetic consideration of 
any---aepplication for leases of 
Crown lands as well as building 
convenants and restrictions... In 
connection with the match industry 
we suggest that the Botanical and 
Forestry Department might -con- 
sider the expediency of planting 
suitable timber for match “wood 
and boxes in connection with its 
afforestation plans ‘in the near 
future, .

BOOSTING HONGKONG. 


Tourist Committee’s 
Proposals. 


The report of the Tourist Sub- 


Committee of the Economie Re-}- 


sources Committee (which has 
just been: circulated to the lacal 
press for perusual) is full of very 
interesting revding. The report 
is signed by the late Mr. D. K. 
Moss and begins by saying thot 
at tho very firat meeting of the 
Economic Resources Committee 
it was felt that the Colony was 
capable of much development 
from a tourist standpoint. 

In placing recommendations, 
and ‘suggestions before tho 
Government the sub-committee 
gtates :—" It is obvious that with 
our natural beauties, assisted by 
the Government and private 
enterprise, we should be able to 
compete with Japan, and attract 
visitors from all parts of the 
globe. For years past there has 
been a tendency for visitors to 
stay here just long enough to 
allow of a visit to Canton and 
then rush away. A different 
aspect has been pit on matters 
in recent years by the advent of 
the motor cur, ‘the building of 
now roads, the opening ol 
Repulse Bay Hotel, the davelop- 
ment of Fanling: with its golf 
attraction and so on. Much more 
could be done, however, and the 
following suggestions, are made 
that end.” 

The report goes on to state that 
development from -a tourist 
standpoint is closely bound up 
with, and to a great extent 
hindered by, the existing very 
pressing. proulems:~-1, the 
resumption of military and naval 
ground: 2, the housing problem; 
3, tho rebuilding of tho City Hall; 
4, the opening up of building 
sites at the Peak and outlying 
parts of the island: h, batter 
connection between Hongkong 
and Kowloon. Tt is explained 
that the word “tourist” 
is not meant merely to represent 


- the “globe-trotter'” but lo include’ 


all classes of visitors, It is ad- 
mitted that the Colony is rather 
a dull. place for visitors, ‘The 
natural sconic attractions | are 
rather difficult of acess; there is 
searcely nothing for visitors to do 
at night; the theatres and pictures 
houses are poor and unattractive: 
the streots are badly lighted 
and the night aspect of the City 
is generally a depressing one.- 
Ar ong the wants expressed are 
those of a Municipal Band 
and promenade gardens, better 
theatres and picture houses, 
hotter lighting of streets, facili- 
ties ‘for refreshments at. places 
tike Castle Peak and Big Wave 
Bay, nalive pleasure wardens and 
places of amusement, a municipal 
golf links, better opportunites to 
inspect missionary establish- 
ments, a permanent trade exhibi- 
tion, a better Museam (the pre- 
sent one is described as being in 
a “disgraceful state”), a public 


art gallery, more interesting and |. 


up-to-date — public gardens, a 
pleasure air Kervice, public show 
fountains, und opportunities for 
fishing. , 

There is also given a long fist 
of local places of interest waich 
might be “boosted ", and there 
are lengthy suggestions with 
regard to a ‘West ind Park, 
public bathing beaches, facilities 
for picnics, impro. ed ferry service 
which can carry wheeled traffic 
as well as passengers, night 
scavenging and refuse colleetidn, 
improved ricksha service, more 
hotels, steady road developmont, 
the removal of the gaol and 
public morfuaries to 8 more 
outlying district, and the official 
advertising of the Colony as an 
ideal health resort. 

-The report is a lengthy ono of 
six pages and a careful perusal 
can he ‘recommended to all-in- 
terested in the Colony'’s develop- 
ment. It states that “if only one 
half of the recommedations and 
suggestion in these motes were 
put into effect, the. result: would 

be a profitable influx of visitors 
from less favoured locatities. In 
conelusion it is perhaps fitting 
to‘add that, like everything else, 
the main schemes suggested 
necessitate a certain amount of 
expenditure to finance them. But 
it goes without saying that money 
wisely spent in this direction 
would bear much fruit, directly 


amply repay the outlay. 


HOME RULE FOR EGYPT. 


ubject To Certain | 
"Safeguards. 


REPORT OF THE MILNER 
- MISSION. 

The report that has baen issued 
of Lord Milner's apecial mission 
to Egypt holding that the govern- 
ment of that country should be 
restored to a “government of 
Egypt by the Egyptians,” recom- 
mends that the relations of Great 
Britain and Egypt be put.on the 
satisfactory and enduring basis 
of a treaty establishing ~ the 
indopendence of Egypt and 
securing the essential interests 
of Britain.” 

There is nothing’ new, the re- 
port states, in the recognition of 
Egyptian independence by Great 
Britain. Throughout our oc- 
cupation we have most carefully 
respected the theory that Bgyet 
was o national unit under the 
suzerainty of the Sultan of 
Turkey, and when we abolished 
the Turkish suzerainty we de- 
liberately chose to proclaim a 
Protectorate in pretirence to 
annexing Egypt or making her 
part of the Brilish E npire, 

We have constantly renewed 
our: promise of self-government 
for Egypt. . We are of opinion 
that the fulfilment of this promise 
cannot be postponed. 

FORMIDABLE DIFFICULTIES. 

Tho spirit of Egyptian national 
ism cannot be extinguist. d, and, 
though it may always be-poxsible 
to suppress its more violent 
manifestations, the government of 


tthe country in the teeth of a 


hostile people who charge us with 
breach faith, must bo a difficult 
and distasteful task alike to those 
who take part in it and. British 
people who are responsible for it. 

But there are formidable diffie- 
ullies in the way of any sudden 
or, complete trangfer of all the 
powers of government to Egyptian 
hands. There are essential British 
interests to be upheld. ~ 

The essential British interests 
are that the great Jimperial com- 
munications: which pass through 
Egyptian terrtory shall not be 
jeopardised either by internal dis- 
turbances: or foreign mzgression, 
that these shall. be available in 
time of war and for necessary 
purpose in time of peace, that the 
struggle for ascendance in Egypt 
between rival powers shall not be 
renewed and. finally, that .an 
independent Egypt shall not pur- 
sue # foreign policy hostile or 
prejudical to that of the British 
Empire. 

Any treaty entered -into bet- 
ween ois and the ezyptians 
shoukl secure the special position 
of the British Representative in 
Egypt, enable us. to maintain a 
force within Egyptain territory 
for the protection of our [inperial 
communications, and take ad- 
equate security that Egyptian 
policy shall be in line with that 
ol the British Empire. 

THE FINANCIAL ASPECT. 


in our 


and-indirectly, and ina few years} Misfortune 
opportunity were lost. 


With regard to the. financial 
aspect of the question, the: report 
state that the Capitulations are 
the greatest of all thé disabilities 
from which Egypt now suffers. 
The exemption of foreigners from 
direct taxation other than’ the 
land and house tax cripple the 
Governmentin raising revenue. 

The Capitulations should be 
remcved, but Great Britain could 
only expect to sueceed in indue- 
ing the Powers t6 part with their 
present privileges if she were in 
a position to assure them that 
solvency would be maintained. 

In order toachieve this object 
it is nece ry that any treaty 
should provide for the right of 
Great Kritain to intervene in 
legislation affecting foreigners 
and to exercise a certain measure 
of control over those branches of 
the Administration which most 
directly affect foreign interests. 

Subject to these safeguards, we 
hold that the government of 
Egypt should be restored to a 
governmentof Eeyptby Egyptians. 
Such a course must be adopted 
whole-heartedly and in a spirit 
of bopefulness and sympathy. 

We strongly advise - His 
Majesty's Government, the report 
concludes, to enter, without undue 
delay, into negotiations with the 
Egyptian Government for the

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A CHINESE KETTLE OF FISH. 


Here in Hongkong it is often task enongh to follow the 
ramifications of Chinese polities as they attect the South, 
without keeping tally of the perpetual feuds farther away. 
Recent events in Mongolia, however, present such a 
spectacle of wheels within wheels as to invite a few words, 
‘Before the world war Mongolia, at the instigation of Russia, 
started upon an independence movement, resulting event- 
ually in the agreement of 1915, whereby, while China's 
suzerainty was acknowledged, full autonomy was conferred 
upon Outer Mongolia, the Inner area remaining under 
China's jurisdiction as previously. In L919, presumably 
in consequence of the unsettled conditions, Outer Mongolia 
entered upon a rapprochement with China, who stationed 
a garrison at the capital, Urga. Probably there were other 
grievances; it seems, at. any rate, thal the garrison robbed, 
slaughtered, and ravished: ‘he sequel was that in 


February .a Mongolian force (Mongolian bandits some]. 


accounts say, but. the distinction between, suldiery and 
banditti is not very clearly drawn in {hose regions), with 
some “White” Russians, fell upon Urga and put the 
garrison, except a seclion which got away just in time, to 
the sword. This was the first act in the drama or tragedy. 
The Mongolians appear to have considered their object 
pretty well accomplished. not wishing for further conquests 
so long as their complete autonomy was respected, and being, 
in fact, desirous of developing trade relations with China. 
Stimulated, however, by their Russian allies, and provided, 
it is said: with Japanese ammunition, the combined forces 
‘or some of them pushed on and captured other towns, with 
little opposition, even threatening Kalgan ou the road to 
‘Peking. The moving spirit among the “White” Russians 
is the. adventurer, Baron Ungern, with Simianovists, 
Kappellites and others in the offing, or even in vo-yperation 
one day and collision the next. A ‘Tibetan wing seems also 
to have participated in the capture of Urga,.and to have 
effected the release from his Chinese guards of the Hutuktu 
(or Living Buddha); who, a little slow in getting -clear 
after the main purpose had been accomplished. as said to 
have fallen into the custody, of the Mongols’ Russian allies. 
A later report, says that Lhe Hutuktu 1s all right, and that 
preparations for his coronation are being made. : 
At first the authorities at Peking displayed no great 
concern, but waite? for Marshal Chang ‘Tso-lin, the 
Manchutian War Lord, tu explain why things had gone 
amiss. Since then reports have varied from day: to day.

pleading poverty, promises a part. Following comes an 
alternation of messages that Chang is coming to the capital 
to report personally, and that he isnot comitig, interspersed 
Hwith which are hints that throughout the astute ‘Tuchun 
has been playing fora restoration of the monarchy (either 
lon behalf of the young ex-Emperor or on his own account), 
which brings forth:a denial that he is doing anything of 
the sort. Arrives next a report that Chang has nominated 
fa certain Tuchun to lead the relief force and still a further 
report that certain other Tuchuns don’t agree with the 
Appointment, so.that nothing is done. Finally (that is, as 
far as the reports so far received go), Chang starts to 
fiddle while Rome burns, having forgotten the war in the 
joyment of some birthday junketings just when Peking, 
armed perhaps by the threat to the comparatively near 
post of Kalgan, appears really desirous of taking . definite 
measures, Other features in the picture are that China is 
bdvised to make common.cause with the Communist Re- 
bublic at Chita (Red Russians) in order to stem the invas- 
on, and yet again that the J apanese, stated to be favonr- 
ing China’s adversaries, are also conferring with the Red 
mgsians. of Chita, A puzzle for spare moments offers 
If if any one likes to work out the precise reldtions ‘of 
be different parties.

The first is that 
no girl shall out -her hair short— 
a propensity to which we 
did not know that the: Chinese 
maiden was addicted. On 
aesthetic grounds the edict is 
rather to be wolcomed, though 
hygienicreasons or considerations 
of comfort might warrant bobbed 
hair in the southern regions. 
Then she must not “ engage in 
free marriage,” meaning that she 
shall not marry without the con- 
sent of her parents—which ‘is 
suroly desirable if, as would 
appear from another of the laws, 
the édict applies to pupils under 
fourteen. Curious reading is 
provided by one of the laws, 
which ordains that a pupil 
“shall not band herself with other 
girl students to go out and waste 
time on the streets,” which sug- 
gests that the fominine portion of 
Young China is getting tired of 
the traditional seclusion. The 
law that the pupil shall enter a 
co-educational school after she 
reaches the ago of fourteen rather 
surprises by its progressiveness 
on the part of the Ministry. The 
remaining law, that. the girl 
student shall not bind het feet, 
has the contrary effect of sur- 
prising by the implieg.reactionary 
tendency on the girls’ part. Stil,

Seaman Deserters. | 


Magistrates at Home are 
adopting an increasingly severe 
attitude in the case of members 
of tho crews of British vessels 
deserting in United States ports. 
In one recent case the’ offender 
was ordered to forfeit the wages 
due to him at the time: he 
deserted, to pay the wages paid 
to his substitute, to bear the costs 
of the action-and to pay a fine of 
£5. In another case the Liver- 
pool magistrates subjected the 
offender to a fine of £15 and 
costs. Norway recently adopted 
measures for dealing with this 
problem. ‘The expenso and 
trouble entailed by desertiona 
render the matter decidedly 
important, and, considering 
Britain's enormous maritime 
interests, it is well to learn 
that-every effort is now made to 
keep track of any British deserter, 
and to bring him to justice the 
first time he again sets foot in 
the United Kingdom. 


Inter-Port Cricket. 


The team to visit Shanghai 
next month has not been quite 
completed. owing to several pro- 
minent players being unable to 
accept. Pearce's absence will be 
a heavy handicap—a Hongkong 
team minus the redoubtable smiter 
suggests Hamlet without the 
Prince.

SEA BATHING. 


Facilities in Hongkong 
and Kowloon. 


There was laid on the table at 
the Legislative Council meeting 
to-day, the report of the Com. 
mittes on the provision of 
facilities for sea-bathing in the 
Colony. The Cormmitteo was com- 
posed of the Hon. Mr, Claud 
Severn, the Hon. Mr. H.E. 
Pollock and the Hon. Mr. Lau 
Chu-pak, and its_ report. is ag 
follows :— ; 

We. have ‘considered the 
questions referred to us, which 
were as follows :— 


(1.) Tho feasibility of providing 
adequate public facilities .-for 
sea-bathing for. the residents 
of :--(a.) the Island of Hongkong. 
(b.) Kowloon, 

(2.) Tho possiblility of supply- 
ing ‘cheap and easy means of 
transport to the public in connec- 
tion with sea-bathing. 

Some persons who wish to in- 
dulge in sea-bathing in the Colony 
do eo by means of private lau oches 


and yachts, and in the case of h 


societies and schools by hiring 
craft of all kinds for the season or 
by the trip at a small cost per 
head. There are, however, many 
who are unable to make use of 
any of theso facilities and they 
have hitherto depsnded on using 
the beaches at Kennedy Town 
and North Point. 


In view of the fact that rec- 
lamations tor industrial purposes 
threaten in the near future to 
remove the beaches hitherto used 
we have had to consider how 
they can he replaced, and’ in 
doing so we have adopted as ao 
maximum figure for the cost of 
transport to, and.use of, a bathing 
beach the sum of 40 cents per 
head. With this limit we find 
that it is feasible to provide 
public facilities for. sea-bathing 
both for the residonts of the 
Island of Hongkong and 
Kowloon. ane: 


In the Island of Hongkong -we 
recommend that the Government 
should undertake the preparation 
and upkeep for public bathing of 
two places in Victoria:— . 


(a.) The first place is a beach 
feet .in length lying 
between Marino Lot 290, the 
Premises of the Royal Hong- 
kong Yacht Club, and 
Marine Lot 321, the promises 
.of the Hongkong Electric 
Company. We aro advised 
that this beach can be de- 
veloped satisfactorily so as 
to be available for bathing at 
practically all states of the 
tide. It is proposed to 
reclaim this beach for a 
depth of 30 feet from the 
existing road ‘channel by 
means of a pitched rubble; 
slope, the sea-ward line 
being built to a level 
of ten feet above Ordnance 
Datum. The reclaimed area 
would be surfaced in. lime 
and cement concrete and 
matshed accommodation 
would be erected on it, and a 
fresh water shower bath. A 
bamboo pier with diving 
places would be constricted 
slong the South-west bound- 
ary of Marine Lot 321 and 
the bath area enclosed by a 
hardwood boom of suitable 
depth to prevent floating 
debris. passing -underneath 
and fitted with asplash board 
to prevent oil being thrown 
over into the bathing area 


PORT OF HONGKONG. 


Free Trade Considered | 
‘ Best. 


The. question of Protection v. 
Free Trade in Hongkong is raised 
in the report of the Economic 
Resources Committeo, : 


In reply-to-the queation :"“Can 
you offer any suggestions in order 
to further develop your business? ” 
itis recorded that one foreign- 
managed concern advocated “a 
preferential tariff of duties in 
Britigh possessions in order to en- 
able us to compate favourably 
with Manila factories.” The 
Committee states :-—The question 
of “Protection versus Free 
Trade” ia a highly academical 
one and we hesitate to commit 
ourselves to any definite pro- 
nouncement thereon, We would 


rather leave well alone, confident 


in the conviction that .as the 
foundation of Hongkong's pros- 
perity was built on Free, Trade 
there is no reagon. to believe that 
on Free Trade it will not continue 
to eajoy a greater measure of 
prosperity in the future thah it 
as in the past. Wo would 
hesitate to commit ouraslves on a 
policy that would subvert the 
freedom of this port, realising ‘as 
wo do the danger of erecting a 
protective barrier when friendly 
neighbouring ports ara operated 
on Free Trade principles,

Forry Company which operates 
the ferries on th west of the 
harbour, has offered -to provide a 
launch to carry bathers between 
the picr suggested and Stonecut- 
ter’a Island and back at a low 
fare, the exact amount of which 
has not yet beon fixed, The 
launch would leave Jordan Road 
about 445 p.m. and 5.45 p.m, 
every afternoon, and return from 
Stonecutter’s about 5,15 p.m., 6.15 
P.m.and? p.m, No other launches 
should be allowed to use the 
Government beach and we 
recommend that a sum of ten 
cents be charged for each bather. 
By this means provision would be 
made for about 330 bathers 
a day. 

The cost to the Government of 
providing the bathing faeilities is 
estimated to amount to about 
$8,000. A sum of $2,700 is pro- 
vided in the Estimates for the 
current year, and this would have 
to be supplemented, . 

We desire to record our ap- 
preciation of the assistance 
rendered to’ us by Mr, EK. W, 
Carpenter of the Public Works 
Department in’ the preparation 
of plans and estimates, and in 
making suggestions.

Such a con- 
struction, it seems to me,. puts 
greater force upon these words 
than they can properly bear. 
A more natural construction is 
to take them aa equivalent to 
whether read in conjunction with 
or without the articles. A mis- 
understanding there undoubtedly 
was, and it was due, I think, to 
the fact that the plaintiffs, from 
whatever cause, had come to 
believe before- they went to the 
shipping office that 18 months 
was the minimum period and 
therefore paid no attention to 
the other heads of the agreement, 
excepting of course the.rate of 
salary. But the vessel cannot be 
held responsible for this, which 
the words “from port to port” or 
“between ports.” The natural 
and ordinary meaning of the 
words is not that which Mr. 
Alabaster puts upon them. Nor 
is the construction that the 
plaintiffs were entitled: to dis- 
charge in New : York in any way 
tenable, either.on the letter, or 
the letterand the Articles read 
together.

Chinese Adaptability 
Confidence in The Future. 


In the Asiatic Reriew his Ex- 
cellency Sao Ke Alfred Sze. lata 
Chinese Minister to hogland 
in an -articlo on "The Present 
Position in China,” say;-- 

We are a people who of all liv- 
ing races, g0 farthest back into 
the past. We were a nation long 
before the Romans set foot in this 
Island. The peoples and the 
races who were our contempor- 


laries in those distant days have 


all disappeared into the night of 
the past. But we survive, and not 
os a dying race, butas a great 
coherent body of 400,000,000 
people. : 

And whilst we are the oldest 
living race on earth, our mind 
possesses a vitality and olasticity 
which has enabled us to adopt the 
most advanced. forms of Parlia- 
mentary government—namely 
Republicanism. What is the, 
reason for this survival ? I suggest 


. that it is largely to be explained 


by. Chinese adaptability—by the 


capacity of the Chinese to respond }; 


to the demanda of the change and 
adapt and readjust themselves to 
any new environment in which 
they may find themselves, It is 
no doubt true that there exists a 
certain degree of unrest and 
political disturbance in Chine 
to-dar. But it is vory import- 
ant to realise that this is 
a slate of things which occurs, 
and has occurred, in every 
country where a new systen) of 
government ‘or some other 
fundamental change -in the life 
of a people has taken -place. It 
is argued that a new system of 
life is ‘peing introduced into 
Enrope and until you have bred 
and trained new men to, work 
this new system the men trained 
under the old ‘dispensation must 
go on. with the task of govern- 
ment. 

Twenty-five hundred years ago 
Confucius defined this. same 
problem of government. “Let 
there be the men,” the sage said, 
“and government will flourish; 
but without the men government 
decays. With the right men the 
growth of government is rapid, 
just as vexetation is rapid in the 
earth. Therefore the administra- 


“| tion of government lies in getting 


proper men.” Whether this Con- 
fucian view of the Mtropean 
sitnation is xound or not, there 
can, be no doubt that we are 
faced in China with — the 
same sort of problem which 
seems to confront you here 
in Europe: And most’ Chinese 
who think over the matter be- 
lieve its selution lies in the 
direction indicated hy the 
Master. To work the democratic 
principle you must have the 
necessary wachinery in the 
form of Parliamentary institute 
jong: and) this machine has 
hitherto been worked by. men 


Mtrained under tho old systen of 


Government, because the country 
must be governed in one way or 
another, even if mistakes are 
made. The present political and 
economic difficulties | of | the 
country are not the oitcome of 
racial incapacity - or faults of 
character, but the inakes and 
signs of a period of transition, 
In other words, these difficulties

Signal Hill is dropped daily at 10 
am. and 4 pum., except on Satur- 
days when it is dropped at 10 
a.m. and 1 p.m., and on Sundays 
and Holidays when it is dropped 
at 10 a.m. only. : 

The ball is hoisted half mast at 
the 55th minute and full mast at 
the 57th minute. Should the ball 
fail to drop at the correct time, it 
will be lowered at five minutes 
past the hour and the ordinary 
routine repeated at the following 
hour, if possible. 

Should the time ball be out of 
order the arove routine will be 
carried out with the flag “Z", on 
the storm signal mast. 

Time signals aro also yiven at 
night by means of three white 
lamps mounted vertically ‘on the 
Observatory wireless mast. From 
8h. 56m. Os. to 9h. Om. Os. p.m. 
the lamps are extinguished 
momentarily at the even seconds, 
except at the 2nd, 28th, 50th, 
52nd, and 54th of each minute.
